neither use, nor comprehend. 


Underfed and tubercular children are placed 


in outdoor schools in many cities, and given .suit- 
able attention. The abnormally dull child is cared 
for in a special class, where his case Is studied, 
and he is taught as an individual so that what 
powers he has may develop.

school room these types are unable to conform 10 
conditions, and are a constant worry to the teach- 
er. So they sire provided for In most city schools.
